Sir, 


As  directed  by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1/63,  I  have  the  honour  to  present  qy  Annual  Deport  for  the  year  1962. 

This  report  is  followed  by  that  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  bocal  Sanitary  Authority  is,  in  the  main,  responsible  for  environmental 
hygiene  and  the  control  of  communicable  disease.  The  table,  later  in  the  report, 
shows  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  and  this  stresses  the  usual  biennial 
pattern  for  measles.  One  death  in  the  township  was  due  to  infective  hepatitis 
which  is  not  notifiable.  The  presence  of  this  virus  in  the  community  assumes 
great  importance  in  connection  with  water  supplies  since  it  is  now  hr. ovm  that  the 
virus  of  infective  hepatitis  can  exist  for  long  periods  in  drinhing  water.  This 
means  that  the  strictest  control  of  water  supplies  is  essential  and  explains  qy 
dissatisfaction  expressed  later  in  the  report  with  regard  to  water  supplies. 

Smallpox  was  epidemic  in  England  during  the  year.  Tae  table  for  Ipol  is 
in  this  report  for  the  purpose  of  comparison  with  the  figures  for  1962.  It  will  be 
seen  that  in  the  age  groups  5  -  14-  and  15  or  over  that  415  persons  had  a  primary 
vaccination  in  1962  as  opposed  to  10  persons  in  1961.  Obviously  the  presence  of 
smallpox  in  the  United  Kingdom  acted  as  a  strong  stimulant  to  vaccination.  It  is 

a  pity  that  parents  wait  until  the  threat  is  literally  in  the  next  street  or  from 
a  neighbour  in  a  bus  or  train  before  vaccination  is  sought.  Babies  should  be 
vaccinated  in  the  second  year  of  life  because  it  should  be  recognised  that  with 
the  presence  of  an  epidemic  little  can  be  done  to  protect  the  community  by  vaccination. 
Immunity  tabes  time  to  develop  and  I  stress  again  this  immunity  should  be  conferred  by 
vaccination  in  early  childhood. 

All  persons  concerned  wi th  the  Public  Health  in  the  town  have  continued  to 
co-operate  whole-heartedly  with  me,  and  I  am  grateful  to  your  Public  Health  Committee, 
the  Cleric  of  the  Council,  the  Family  Doctors  and  visiting  Consultants,  and  the 
Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  worhed 
conscientiously  and  I  an  personally  indebted  to  them  and  to  my  efficient  office 
staff.
